Parekh clearly discloses that this process is automated, wherein based on the general statement in the claims of an "automatic process", 
wherein this automatic process involves any methods that may be done without user manipulation or interference, which is clear in that 
an automated process is used for taking screen dialog information in the templates to generate a screen during run-time, wherein this 
creation during run-time also shows that user interference is not possible and hence done through an automated process (page 1, 
paragraph 14, lines 8-18). Parekh also clearly further explains these template files that are used to automatically create the screens 
during run-time, wherein the "Canonical Template" defines individual screen elements, these elements including input field and wherein in 
the example shown in Figure 1 under "Canonical Template", a Form ID is disclosed, along with TXT ID and INPUT ID, wherein this 
"INPUT ID" representing the input field (page 1, paragraph 15). Furthermore, the tags shown in these template files represent definition 
information used for defining the input field with additional attributes, such as "NAME", wherein this "NAME" attribute would be used for 
labeling the Input field (page 6, paragraph 94). 
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
